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FEEDBACK: 

CLIFF MISHLER ON FRED GLATT 

Noting the “Fred Glatt” content of the current issue of 
ATC compels me to write and apprise you of a connec¬ 
tion with Iola. 

Back in the early days of the Numismatic Ambassador 
Award program conducted by Numismatic News, Fred 
was tabbed as an Ambassador. In fact, he became the 
24 th recipient of an award under this program, which 
was launched in 1974 with 10 awards being presented, 
as was likewise the case in 1975. In the late spring of 
1976 Chet Krause flew to Alaska. Chet made the Nu¬ 
mismatic Ambassador presentation to him on May 12, 
1976, during a meeting of the Totem Coin Club. 

The summer of 1976 found Fred Glatt returning the 
favor to Chet, flying to Iola to join in celebrating the 
dedication of the new state-of-the-art publishing facil¬ 
ity that Krause Publications had built and moved into 
in late 1975. That event took place on Saturday, July 
17, with the participation of ANA president Virgil 
Hancock, former CNA president Dr. Jack Wilkerson 
(1961-63) and the then publisher of Canada Coin News, 
Cale B. Jarvis, Mrs. Mary Brooks, director of the United 
States Mint at the time, and John J. Pittman, of great 
notoriety in North American collecting circles.. Deliv¬ 
ering the keynote address on that occasion was the then 
director of the U.S. Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
James A. Conlon. It was quite an affair, for which we 
were honored to have a representative of the Alaskan 
coin collecting community in attendance. 

The perpetual Numismatic Ambassador Award recipi¬ 
ents mounted in the lobby hall at Krause Publications 
indicates that Fred Glatt died on June 19, 1978. 

A brier obituary from Numismatic News states: 

“Word has been received by the News of the death of 
Fred Glatt on June 19 at the age of 56. 

“Glatt was a well-known Alaskan numismatist who re¬ 
ceived the Numismatic Ambassador Award May 12, 
1976, in a ceremony in Anchorage. He earned the award 
through his successful efforts to recruit countless be¬ 
ginning collectors to the hobby. 

“An active member of the Totem Coin Club, Glatt sev¬ 
ered as National Coin Week chairman for the club in 
recent years.

Luster remains on the 

parts of the token that are not corroded. All wording is readable, but faint in places. The corrosion has eaten 
a small part of the rim.

261 Nenana Token: Nenana Trading Post, $1 in trade, B-5a, Fine and a little dirty with an edge cut. Not as bad as it 

sounds.

The orange color is a bit faded at the edge, but otherwise 

excellent. Also included is a Miller House token good for one drink, B-la, appears mint state as are most.
